He is referred to as the ‘‘Bug”’ and his handle is ‘‘Chuck,”’ 
Cha les Ritchie, who lives in Boca Raton. He started out from 
Buffalo, New York, and received his amateur license in 1947, 
under the call of K2GRM. Chuck moved to Boca Raton in late 
1963, after retiring from the U.S. Army, with over 20 years service 
as a master sergeant. | 

While in the service, his tour of duty was most interesting and 
a lot of hams have asked: ‘‘Just what did Chuck do?”’ 

Chuck started coming down to Florida and the Palm Beaches 
back in the ’60’s with the White House Army Signal Agency during 
President Kennedy’s administration. While on the White House 
staff, Chuck was in charge of the press, radio and television 
section. While still on duty as chief studio engineer for the Armed 
Forces Radio Network Station at Frankfurt, Germany, he 
received orders for a White House assignment. This tour started 
in 1953 under the Eisenhower administration and was on special 
orders from President Dwight David Eisenhower. 

On a previous duty station, Chuck was recording engineer in 
the Public Information Office of Supreme Headquarters Allied 
_ Expeditionary Forces (SHAEF), in London, England. He set up 

'the microphones for broadcasting and recording General 
Eisenhower’s message announcing the landing of allied forces on 
the beaches of Normandy, France, on June 6, 1944, to the allied 
forces, the people on the Continent of Europe and the world, over 
the British Broadcasting Company (BBC). 

Chuck tells of the many personal experiences he had while 
serving under two of the most-loved and interesting presidents of 
our time. His candid comment will always express how per- 
sonally proud he feels to have served his ‘‘Commander in Chief.”’ 

Through all of this, Chuck enjoyed his hobby of amateur radio 
over and over again and through amateur radio, he passes on the 
treasures of the many friends that he has met over the air waves. 
Perhaps you have worked Chuck through one of the many 
amateur calls he has held, including: DL40R, SVOWK/SV5, 
HV1OR, ZC6UNJ, KOYSL and KP4AND. 

Chuck is Founder and Past-President of the Gold Coast 
Amateur Radio Association, Inc., and can be heard on the Boca 
Raton Repeater. He is Emergency Coordinator of the South Palm 
Beach County and Amateur Auxiliary, Southeast, Florida.

140 MILES FOR MULTIPLE SCLEROSIS

Volunteer ham radio operators provided emergency com- 
munications for the Multiple Sclerosis Society’s 140-mile fund- 
raising bike tour Saturday and Sunday, May 5th and 6th. 

Cyclists who, gathered pledges of $200 or more to aid M:S. 
research, participated in the society’s fourth annual effort to 
raise research money. 

The amateur operators stationed at various points along the 
route from Route 1 and S.W. 136th Street in South Dade to the 
America Outdoors Campground at Mile-Marker 98 in Key Largo. 

They summoned aid to any participants needing help because 
of accidents or illness. 

Coordinating communications was Alan Krum, WA4JEK, of 
South Miami. Krum said he had about 20 amateur operators who 
worked closely with members of the Gold Wing Roadriders 
Motorcycle Club who operated the limited-range citizen band 
radios. The amateurs used hand-held units and mobile units 
mounted in motor vehicles and utilizing the two-meter repeaters 
which can reach from Palm Beach County to Key West. 

Cyclists traveled the 65 miles to Key Largo on Saturday, 
camped out, then had a choice of routes for the second day. One 
route took them back northward to Florida Rock and Sand on 
Route 1 for 100 miles total. The other ended at the parking lot of 
The Falls near the original starting point for the full 140 miles.

Albert was born on December 30, 1914, in Ansonia, Con- 
necticut. His mother’s family arrived as Pilgrims in the early 
1600’s in Massachusetts. His family moved to New Jersey,(Pat- 
terson) in the 1920’s. Albert entered the service just before World 
War II and served honorably in the U.S. Army as chief warrant 
officer. He was part of the second wave of troops to land on 
Omaha Beach in the D-Day Invasion and was in the first group of 
U.S. soldiers to liberate Paris. 

Starting as a small boy listening to his grandfather’s crystal 
radio set, he had a lifelong fascination with the radio. After the 
war and his marriage to Vivian Canders in 1946, he applied this 
knowledge to the new innovation of television, working for 
Dumont Television on the creation of the first commercial 
television sets. 

In 1957, Al again moved with the times, taking his family to 
Orlando for a job in the aerospace industry at Martin Marietta. 
He remained there as a quality control engineer until his 


retirement in the early ’70’s. 


Retirement provided more time for his many hobbies. He was 
an accomplished organist, a talent he never pursued until he was 
in his 40’s. Amateur radio was a big involvement and many of the 


local ‘‘hams”’ are familiar with WB4HAK. He served as President 


of the Orlando Amateur Radio Club and was Chairman of the 
National Amateur Radio Convention for seven years. 

He is remembered by his friends as always willing to lend a 
hand, a guy who enjoyed a good drink and could tell a wonderful 
story — often on himself: He is remembered by his family as a 
devoted and loving husband to his wife, Vivian, and a kind and 
understanding father to his daughter, Kathleen. 


HOW TO CANCEL THE LICENSE 
OF A SILENT KEY 
The FCC no longer deletes the call-signs of ‘‘silent keys” from 
its records unless their cancellation is specifically requested. Since 
the term of an amateur license is now 10 years, plus a two-year 
grace period, the family of the deceased amateur could continue to 
receive correspondence, based upon FCC records, for that period. 
In order to avoid this unwanted correspondence, families of 
deceased amateurs may send the license, or a letter if the license 
cannot be found, to FCC, Consumer Affairs Office, Gettysburg, ~ 
Pennsylvania 17325.

-FADCA at the board meeting in Orlando in March. Their main 
purpose is to rewrite FADCA’s by-laws. 


This is an open meeting. Others will be in attendance and most 
likely, will be offering suggestions. Kay, W8DUV and Ed, 
W8DUW will be there. Joe, WB4TEM will attend to represent the 
PBBG. Mike, WD4PVS has expressed an interest in the 
proceedings.

¢ Produce educational video tapes. 

e Ask BBS’s toadd FADCA category to bulletins list. 

¢ Use posters, banners, whatever, for higher visibility at 
hamfests. 

¢ Poll membership for comments or product reviews of 
their TNC’s, etc. 


The purpose of all this was to increase membership, raise 
funds and make the packet community more aware of our 
existence. As Bill, KC4CSD said in his presentation, ‘‘All three are 
related to each other. Increasing any one will help boost the other 
two.

Much as been written about the work Miss Phil, KA4FZI, has done in promoting 
amateur radio with our youngsters, so after a recent AIN Net session, I called Miss Phil 
to see how her charges were doing.

How does she do it? ‘‘Real simple!”’ she says. ‘‘All I do is combine top-notch teaching 
skills with superior motivational techniques based on 20-plus years of professional ex- 
perience honed to the apogee of perfection.”’

Actually, she was much more modest as usual and said she uses those skills to get a 
few ‘“‘quick” kids interested, then lets them do the advertising to bring in the troops.

During the second semester they must send a C.W. message and must QSL by C.W. The 
classes perk interest and develop pride by having a QSL card board where they post 
them for fellow students to see.

All this entails is 
matching age groups and levels of expertise, so that there will be interest between the 
two individuals or groups. Not much problem matching fourth-graders, huh?? 

She even takes some of the schools “‘problem kids’’ and is seeing results in this area. 
She said, “‘If you can get them interested, their behavioral problems tend to reduce and 
they seem to do better in other areas. 

Good luck Miss Phil and I’m sure that sooner or later, the packet networking will 
simply explode with activity. 
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In closing, great job Miss Phil, but with all your activities, what do you do in your 
spare time? Incidentally, I asked her if she might want that ‘old-timer, Old N4KFU” to 
impart some of his vast operating wisdom to the kids? She thanked me in a gracious, 
appreciative manner and said the kids would surely treasure that experience and 
knowledge (she must have talked to Dick). But . . . for some reason, our phone con- 
nection was severed at this point. I guess the class bell rang or the lines went down, so 
maybe I’ll call her later. (Heh! Heh!)

FLORIDA G.W. NETS

_ QFN Manager Nick, N4SS Writes: Daylight savings time, coupled with the ever- 
increasing ‘“‘at least until June”’ length of daylight has brought QFN and all other nets a 
few problems. Some of us have had to use 40 meters on the early session and CAN has 
held several sessions on 40. It will get worse, so all hands should be alert to use 40 meters 
or even 20 when necessary. 

We lost several of our “snow birds” this month, but we still hear some of them on 
occasion. WINJM runs his skeds from up north in Connecticut and Eric, AB4EA is 
hiding behind VESISD on EAN. I have not heard any of the others since their departure. 

Statistics this month were reasonably good for April. Early QNI was 477, late was 502 
for a total of 979 and an average of 16.3. Traffic count was 462 early and 460 late, total 922 
= average 15.4. We were in session 755 minutes early and 836 on late for an average of 


The EAA Fly-In generated quite a bit of traffic, but at least from where I sit, it could 
have been distributed more evenly. There were several occasions when a single station 
was sent up the line with more than 25 pieces. ‘There were even some situations where 
we sent as many as four representatives to Region, each loaded with more than they 
should have had. Please remember that no representative should go with more than 10 
or 12 at the most. 

Another important subject that needs to be mentioned is hurricane season. Now is a 
good time to check out your emergency preparations. Exercise your emergency power 
supply, whatever it is. Be sure you have fuel available for your generator and that the 
generator will start and run. It might even be a good idea to rework or at least inspect 
your antennas to be sure they can stand the big blow. I sincerely hope we skate by 
without any big trouble this year. But, if we don’t then we need to be ready. 

Without each and every one of you we 
isco have the net that we do. The bottom-line is that you are needed and ap- 
preciated.

ARE WE DRIFTING? 
By Joe Scungio, N4KFU 

There are all kinds of nets in amateur radio, but the oldest 
specialty mode is traffic handling. 

I guess most of us might define a traffic net as a group of 
stations gathered together for the purpose of handling third-party 
communications. In order to accomplish this, every net, no 
matter what type, must be organized or the end result is chaos. 

In this country the ARRL NTS System has over 500 nets of all 
types and most of these nets vary in the way they operate 
procedurally. Therefore, all traffic handlers must be aware of 
this and conform to each nets general operating procedures. 
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One might say that, ‘‘It’s only a hobby and we are here to have 
fun.” This is quite true, but when several stations get together, 
cooperation is required. This means some form of written or 
unwritten rules must be followed or problems begin, the fun 
diminishes and you wonder if it’s a hobby anymore. Therefore, 
most of us traffic handlers do make an effort to learn and practice 
correct procedure for each net we get involved with. 

There has been much discussion regarding how nets should be 
run, but net operation begins with the net mangers, is facilitated 
by the NCS stations and ends with the proper adherence to net 
procedures by net members. Some traffic handlers tell me that 
when you see a good net you will see a good net manager. 

Our S.M. and some net managers feel that in order to do a good 
job a net manager must be committed and motivated to put a lot 
of time and continued effort into developing a strong net struc- 
ture. It requires a lot of P.R. work to increase net participation 
and obtain enough NCS, liaision and back-up stations for the net. 

Most of us realize the difficulties in trying to obtain people for 
these tasks, but I have always wondered if it might be a little 
easier to recruit these people if we actually assigned them 
frequent substitution dates during slow periods instead of only 


when the net is being overwhelmed with traffic! ! 

When a station has an assignment, they are more likely to also get involved at other 
times because they feel needed. Assigning substitute NCS’ or liaison stations during 
slow periods seems like a good method to facilitate our training needs and alleviate the 
problem of having someone available and trained to step in when needed. 

Ever heard a net where no one knows who the NCS is supposed to be and no one is 
ready or willing to take over? We ask people to help do this or that, they show up and 
quite often are not utilized. After a few of these episodes, they naturally lose interest 
and don’t show any more. Can you blame them? 

I’ve always wondered why most often we see only one station per city check into a 
traffic net. We all know that happens when that station doesn’t show. Many nets have 
the same situation for liaison stations. We probably contribute to breeding the very 
“Tron Man”’ situations we abhor by getting comfortable with using the same station 
every time instead of asking for other volunteers. 

During the Christmas holiday season Nick, N4SS, net manager for QFN, assigned 
alternates for liaison duty and the NCS usually used them even if traffic was a little low. 
People are more committed when asked to be there and then are put to work. 

A net manager has to be ready to commit himself for the whole year or term of of- 
fice. It means getting involved in all net business like obtaining NCS, liaison and back- 
up stations, training these people, working with other net managers, frequently 
checking into the net (not necessarily every day) and keeping up-to-date net rosters 
available to net members (especially the NCS’s). It may also necessitate attendance at 
some hamfests or checking into the AIN Net on Saturdays to keep up with the hap- 
penings of ham radio and being knowledgeable about traffic handling problems, etc. 

Participation begets knowledge. 

The net manager is actively involved in all aspects of the net, but not to the point of 
interfering with the NCS’s control. 

Training for NCS and liaison tasks is always a difficult problem for a manager. 
However, this operator was given a net roster, preamble, NCS log sheets, a telephone 
call to discuss the information and suggestions/ guidance on how to do it correctly. My 
next task was to tag along and silently run the phone net a couple of times before that 
manager let me call the net. He was there to help me, but with that advance planning it 
went okay. That’s commitment.

For once in my life I am overflowing with news having spent 
four days at the Seventh Annual National/International Army 
MARS Conference and two (of three) days at the Dayton Ham- 
vention and its excellent MARS forum held on Saturday. 

The keynote speaker at the forum was: Lieutenant General 
James. S. Cassity, Jr., director, Command, Control and Com- 
munications Systems, Joint Staff in Washington, DC. He is, and 
was, always for ‘““MARS” and its programs.

The basic function of this conference was to rewrite the Field 
Manual F'M-11-490-7. 

Due to reduced funding many of the people who were there last 
year did not attend this year’s meetings. 

A lot of decisions were made with many being held for more 
detailed study and further approval. 


It is expected that the entire manual will be completed and — 


reprinted for issue in the very near future. 

Discussions were held on packet and its future operational 
functions. A number of very serious comments were made con- 
cerning the various modes for transmitting messages. 

Discussions were made concerning the new proposed “‘com- 
municator license’’ and how to merge it with the present MARS 
requirements. Apparently this new license will be accepted into 
the MARS program, similar to the present novice/technican 
class. 

Discussions on the F.M. manual were made on a item-to-item 
basis and comments were made by all present. It looks like the 
changes will be numerous and the F.M. manual will be greatly 
improved. . 

Mr. Bob Sutton was the moderator for the entire sessions. He is 
also studying for his radio amateur license and hopes to have it 
shortly. 

Some of the night-time discussions closed at two or three in the 
morning, so I did not stay up for all of them.

AMATEUR RADIO: AT THE CROSSROADS

The metamorphosis of amateur radio is under way. Will the 
changes be improvements or detriments? What will happen to the 
amateur radio that has been our friend and companion over the 
years? That depends upon you and me, each and every one of us! 

The loss of two MHz and the 220 MHz band is imminent. The 
FCC’s docket 90-55 proposes code free privileges and the 
elimination of novice and technician class licenses and thereby 
announces the failure of novice enhancement. The FCC’s Robert 
MacNamara has threatened severe changes in the rules if the 
amateur community cannot correct the abuses taking place on 20 
neters and elsewhere. These may be the most sweeping changes 


‘ver in amateur radio and they have the potential to create an 


umateur radio that is vastly different than the amateur radio we 

lave known. Add to all of that the increasing pressure from 

‘ommercial users for more and more spectrum and you might not 
recognize the future amateur radio. 

' How will these events unfold? What will the new amateur radio 
be like? Some say this is the beginning of the end of amateur 
radio! The answer to these questions and the future of amateur 
radio rests in your hands and mine. It does not rest with the 
magazine editorialists, the ARRL Board of Directors, net 
managers or other amateur scene observers. And, most im- 
portantly, it cannot be allowed to rest with the few dissident, 
malicious, obscene, interfering operators on 20 meters. The 
power and the responsibility to bring about positive, constructive 
change rests as it always does in our country with the people, in 
this case the 460,000 licensed amateurs. You and me! 

If ever there was a time for amateurs to act, to make known 
their views, now is the time. Express your views to the FCC, write 
or call your ARRL Director, respond to editorials, tell your club 
officials. Speak up! Get involved! Being an active amateur 
means more than just getting on the air. And, please, oh please, 
don’t tell me that your letter or your phone call won’t make any 
difference. :

The Knights roster is growing by leaps and bounds! ! We added 
three new members in April with Clyde Skruggs, KM4WO; Stan 
Bittner, W4JKK; and Mort Sadegursky, VE3AVA, becoming 
Knights numbers 506, 507 and 508, respectively. Congratulations 
to all the new Knights and we’ll look forward to seeing you each 
Sunday morning on the net. 

April also marks the 35th anniversary of two of our most 
esteemed members of the Knights: Wes, K4COW and Hal, 
W4BKC, both came on board in the April of ’55 time-frame. Only 
Earl, W4AYD and Shirley, W4WPD have been around longer and 
are still active on the net! ! (Haven’t heard from Shirley in the last 
few weeks tho. . . hope all is okay?!) 

Still can’t touch Max Mosler for hangin’ in there tho. He 
started listening to the Knights in ’37 and is still there almost 
every Sunday. Max has managed to get up to tech, but just don’t 
seem to be able to get the 13 words per minute to upgrade! ! 

Max holds an Associate Membership, Number One in the 
Knights of the Kilocycle. Issued on April 29, 1951 — 39 years ago 
last month!! There may be some older members than that still 
around, but I don’t know of any who are still active. 

Max is KA4AUX and is very active in the Palm Beach area on 
two meters and also on 10 meters, since it has been opened up for 
tech. I’m still working on him to try and upgrade, but it’s been so 
long he’s convinced himself he can’t doit. 

All this predates me by a number of years, though. I didn’t get 
my first ham license until 1958. However, I was initiated into this 
radio business by the Air Force in 1945. 

Got a nice note from Jim, W4JM last week!! He had a lot of 
words about why he hadn’t been on the net lately. Company at 
home, antenna problems, rotor hit by lightning, etc., etc. But, we 
all know Jim likes his sleep!! Maybe with daylight savings he’ll 
be able to make it — just kidding Jim, and congrats on your 39th 
birthday... Hi! .. . Hi! 

As you probably know by now, the FCC has issued it’s proposal 
for the ‘‘no code license’ amendment which eliminates the novice 
and tech grades, and substitutes a communicator class which has 
no code requirement, but also has no privileges on the lower 
bands!! This will effectively shut off a lot of newcomers by 
requiring a 13 words per minute code speed for entry level 
operation on the low bands, 160 — 10 meters. 

I can’t believe that this is what any of us had in mind, even if 
you were for the ‘‘no code” change as proposed by the ARRL. For 
the good of the future of amateur radio, I suggest that you read ~ 
the FCC proposal and write an appropriate comment to the FCC 
Commissioners, and to your elected government representatives 
concerning this proposal. Before you write, make sure you follow 
the rules for the submission of comments to the commission. But, 
please take the time and make your voice known. 

Our ‘friendly communication commission’’ has plans for our 
frequency allocations that don’t include amateur radio!! See 
what happened to our 220 Mc. band and what’s going on at the 40- 
meter segment with the broadcast station interference. We have 
to convince them that amateur radio is a worthwhile asset to the 
country and now is the time it has tobe saved. _It won’t come 
back once it’s gone! !

YOUR HAM LICENSE ; 

When was the last time you looked at your amateur license? Do © 
you know when it expires? You should! Even with a two-year grace 
period, time slips by fast. If you do not know when your ticket runs 
out, I would suggest you find it now and make a note of it. 

This all leads up to one point, if you need a FCC 610 Form 
Florida Skip can supply you with one or two provided you send us a 
number 10 (10-inch) evelope, self-addressed and stamped to: Skip

The Miami FCC Field Office was kind enough to send us about 
200 forms recently to pass out as needed. Play it safe ... check 
your license now.

ALL-FLORIDA V.H.F. LINK 
By Rick Vahan, N4PBF 

The first link of a multi-city chain of amateur radio repeaters 
will join Miami with Tampa in a project that will later include 
Orlando and Key West. 

Nilo A. Hernandez, WD4NLG of the American Radio Club in 
Miami, said the club’s two-meter repeater at 145.30 MHz will link 
with a 440 MHz unit to tie the two cities together. The Tampa 
antennas are being located atop that city’s tallest building, and 
Hernandez says that with the 17.3db gain they can expect from 
them, they can send out a ‘‘good clear signal.”’ 

Working with Hernandez on the project are John Sims, 
KA4ZAY; Tony Penda, WD4MXF; and John Huarte, KF40J. 
They plan to start establishing the link by the first of May and be 
on the air by the end of 1990. 

The next step will be tie Orlando into the net, then Key West. 

The long-range plan of Hernandez and his colleagues would 
incorporate all of Florida into a communications chain that would 
also include Atlanta. - 

Beyond that, Hernandez says, he hopes to include Puerto Rico 
and the Dominican Republic via 10-meter radio. 

The network would be invaluable, he says, in maintaining 
communciations during hurricanes in an area which has been hit 
by two devastating storms in the past two years, and which is 
susceptible to more tropical storms.

HAM FINED, JAILED FOR MAIL FRAUD 


An Amateur Radio licensee has been sentenced 
to prison and fined $125,000 after pleading guilty to 
mail fraud. Michael Harrison, WB2PTI, of 
Oceanside, New York, has been sentenced to 21 
months in prison and ordered to pay, in addition to 
the fine, restitution to each victim, according to US 
Postal Inspector Martin T. Biegelman. 

Harrison took out advertisements in several 
Amateur Radio magazines (not including QST) 
under the name Atlas Radio, Inc., and offered 
Uniden products for sale. The money for the orders 
was received but the merchandise was never shipped, 
according to the original fifty-count indictment.
